THE FRENCH FAILURE.
Frow the Army and Navy Journal,
Perbaps there is no question which is en-
aging such general attention at present as
the question, Why have the French failed?
It is one which we have no intention of de-
ciding here. Volumes must be written on

| the fact that the reason why the French

failed is very different from the
reason why the Germans succeeded. It
is easy to see how there can be accidents in
war or single causes which may account
at once for the success and the fnirure on the
same field of battle. Bat the roots of German
Eower have been long in gainiu;i their deep

old, and the sap which gave the French mili-
tmx growth its er:moter has been getting thin
and weak for many years. Through all the
struggles in this war there has run a cusrent
of unsuccess, a fatal lack of power, which has
defeated the French army whether it fought
in the open field or behind intrenchments,
whether it attacked the enemy or defended
itself, whether the e:Pugament was only a
skirmish between cavalry outposts, or the fate
of the army and every man in it—of France
—hung in
the belance. The French have fought well,
but they have never found themselves in eir-
cumstances so critical that victory was felt to
be the only issue that could be accepted;
they have never heard that voice of necessity
which may call the soldier to efforts greater
than are to be expected of man. But
the Germans have. The frontier was not
valuable enough to the Frenchman to make
either Wissembourg or Spicheren Hills a vic-
tory; the junction of Bazaine with the new
army of MacMahon was not important enough
to arouse in the army before Metz the deter-
mination to win Vionville against such Ger-
mans as had come up; finally, there was not
enongh of disgrace or disaster in the looming

BABY FARMING,

Extraordinnry Hevelations - The Teade of Wur-
der—sintement of Margarei, Waters.

During a discussion on baby-farming at the
Dinlectical Boclety's Rooms, a statement made
by Margaret Watera on Wednesday, October 5,
and which covered some fifteen sides of fools-
cap, excited great interest. The cable has gince
reported this woman hanged for her crimes.
The diecussion was originated by a paper of Dr,
Dickason's, of 8. Luke's Asylum, on “Baby
Farming and its Physical and Boeclal Effects.”
Waters' revelations were as follows: —

WATENS' ETATEMENT.

Walters, I appeared, was a widow since 1864,
In that year she was settled with her husband
in Newloundland, and was in very good cirenm-
glances. They decided to come 0 England on
a visit, and they proceeded to Scotland. In
(ilnsgow her husband died, and she returned to
Newfoundiand to wind np the family affairs,
and realize whatever property remained. Hay-
ing done this, she returned to Epgland with
£3500 in her possession. Intending to turn her
capital to aceount, she took a house in Adding-
ton .nljtmru, Camberwell, and put into it & num-
ber of eewing machines. Her plan was to make
collars and other such articles, and sell them to
the city houses. She knew little or nothing of
| the business, however, and partly owing to that
circumstance, and partly to the miserable prices
which were paid for such goods, ghe was, at the
end of the year, a Joger of £250. She then re-
solved to eave hersell by letting lodgings, and
that step led her imperceptibly into her carcer
of baby-farming.

A FIRST LODGER,

One of her first lodgers was a lady living
under the protection of a city eolicitor, an
;awsint: ag his wife nnder an assumed name.
Mrs. Waters did not know that she was a single
woman, but believed that she was really ﬁm
rentleman’s wife. SBhe was in confined the
onse, and ghe then left, but sald she did not
wish to take the child with her, and offered to
pay Mra. Watere for nursing it. Mrs, Waters
congented, and that was the first ehild she in
any way farmed. The same lady came again,
was confined, and leit another chlld, whem she
also paid very well for. Belog In difficulties,
Mrs. Waters began to think that this would be
2 good means of adding to her income,

but she did not go into baby-farming
as yet systematically, Some more ladles
became lodgers under much the

snme circumstances as the first, and two of their
children were also left with her. She thus had
at one time four children in her care in Adding-
ton Square. She never advertised at this time.
Meanwhile, she was steadily gomng down hill,
and ghe found herself obliged to leave Addington
Square and go to Bournemouth Terrace, Peck-
ham, where she commenced bnb{ farming as a
system. Bhe advertised for children, and she
had answers from persons in all stations, Among
others of her clients were a Chancery barrister,
n well-known gentleman in another profession,
and a gentleman whose name was recently very
much before the public in connection with an-
other matter. Bhe drifted along in this course
getting from bad to worse. But she protest
that she had no idea of injuring the children,
though she did tome things she was very sorry
for, owing to the difieulties of her po-
sition. She sent for her mother to ecome
and live with her. Her father, in 1868, died
insane. Her mother strongly disapproved her
taking in children, and she therefore opened up
o new line ofjthe business, She took the Clark-
enwell News, and there she used to find a whole
string of advertisements—three of them were
put in for a shilllng—from women who wanted
children to nurse. She advortised herself for
children to adopt, and she generally got £10
with one. When she got the child and the
money she went to one of the other advertisers
in the Clerkenwell News and arranged to put
the baby out to nurse. Upon paying two weeks
in advance she was hardly ever asked even for
her anddress, and when she went away of course
ghe mever heard anything more of the child.
| 8he gained the difference between the £10 given

her for adopting the child and the !ormﬁ;ht‘u
payment for nursing it.

MISERY.

At this time the children were as well attended
to as she could manage it, and a medieal man
was always called in when they fell sick. When
they died they were buried properly, and she
had the undertaker's receipts. Five children
dled, some from diarrhwa and wasting and
others from convunlsione. She was very poor
and determined to save the price of burial by
leaving them about. Bhe wrapped the bodles
in brown paper, and took them out at night and
left them where they were found by people
afterward. Bhe maintains that she ﬁd what
she could for these children, and attended to
them to the best of her power.

YGETTING RID" OF CHILDREN.

There were also four other children whom
she gotrid of in a way for which she is now
| very sorry. B8he took them, one at a time, into
the streets, and when she saw little boys and
girls at play she culled one of them and sald,
“Oh, I am o lired! Here, hold my baby, and
| here s o gixpence for you to go Into the sweet
| stuff shop and get something nice.” While the

boy or girl went into the shop she made off,
| The babjes, she believes, were generally taken

to the work-house. On one occasion the boy to

whom she gave one wns served so quickly that

he came out again before she had time to get
| away. Bhe therefore stepped intoan oyster-shop,
| and ordered some oysiters. She saw the boy
looking up aud down wilh the baby in his arms,
aud when he did not see her, he began to ery.
Some people gathered, and a policeman came
up, to whom the boy showed the baby. The
policeman then walked away with the boy, and
she left the oyster-shop and got off safe. Bome
of the persons who gave the children for adop-
on were evidently well off. The bables were
very well dressed. She nsed to have appoint-
ments often to meet parties at the raillway sta-
tions, and a gentleman, accompanied by a nurse,
would gilve her the child. Sometimes the
children were given her within an hour after
they were born—in less time, In fact, and before
they were even dressed.
